A very sad visitation of the dread 


disease of diphtheria last week took 
the lives of two members of the Daley 
Family when the mother and Marjorie 
both died. 

Marjorie died late Saturday night 
after she and her mother had been 
brought to the Calgary Isolation hos- 
pital earlier in the day. Mrs Daley 
died this morning. 

Early in the week a younger child, 
Mary developed a cold and sore throat 
and Mrs. Daley asked the doctor for 
some medicine for her. 

The child guickly got well, but in 
the meantime the mother and older 
sister developed sore throats. 

On Saturday Dr. J. W . Giffen was 
called and he found them seriously ill 
with diphtheria. He had them immeéa- 
iately moved to the Isolation hospital 
in Calgary. 

The doctors reported that the type 
of diphtheria they contracted is the 
worst kind and works very quickly. 

In July, 1941. a four-year-old Strath- 
more girl died of the same disease. 
The source of the contagion has not 
been located. The Strathmore health

WATCHING ARMOURED DIVISION. 
IN REALISTIC MANOEUVERS 


—_o——_ 
By C. V. Charters. 
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One of the most realistic manoeu- 


vers which we were priviledged to wit- 
ness overseas was “laid on’ by the 
Armoured Division, commanded by 
Major General E. W. Sansom, D. 8. O. 
It was the largest complete battle ex- 
ercise by one armoured brigade yet 
staged. The afternoon was clear and 
cool. The setting sun was perfect for 
this operation which extended over 
several miles. We were situated ona 
commanding elevation and equipped 
with field glasses. Junior officers 
acted as our guides and hosts and kept 
us informed on the technical aspects 
of the operation. Your correspondent 
was the particular charge of Lieut. 
Laird Bovaird, of London, formerly of 
Peel County. just recently named as 
Aide-de-Camp to General McNaughton. 
Training is hazardous 

Such training as we were witnessing 
is carried out under hazardous condi- 
tions. German reconnissance ard 
daylight bombers take great delight in 
trying to detect and, where possible, 
interrupt routine training of this kind

ty bombs and machine gun fire. Every 
thing possible was therefore done to 
conceal troops and equipment, and 
some clever camouflage was used. 
Spotters and Gun Production 

On this particular afternoon, just as 
operations were about to begin, we 
were advised that enemy bombers had 
been sighted not many miles distant. 
At the same time, we were told what 
to do if “he did come over,” and_ as- 
sured that one of the best “kite spot- 
service, equipped with 
strong binoculars, was looking after 
our welfare. We were comforted to 
learn also that the entire area was 
ringed by our own ack-ack guns. 

The enemy did not molest us - the 
show went n as planned - and we were 
impressed and thrilled by it. 
Functions of an Armoured Division 

Chief function of an Armoured Div- 
ision is to s'ash through enemy defen- 
ses, penetrating and consolidating 
ground by means of tanks, armoured 
cars and motorized infantry. 

In a classic attack, it would follow 
the havy tanks of an Army tank Bri- 
gade in the initial break-through, then 
rapidly infiltrate and pave the way 
for fast-moving infantry. 

Such a Division has its own support 


ters’ in the 
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group of artillery and motorized infan- 
try. It is self-contained, but not in- 
tended for static warfare or ground 
consolidation other than holding areas 
until regular infantry formations ar- 
rive. The armoured fighting vehicles 
are exceptionally powerful and some 
can reach speeds in excess of 60 miles 
per hour, 

One of chief functions of a Motor 
Battalion is to find and destroy enemy 
tanks. Equally important is the job of 
occupation of strong-points gained by 
the armoured advance and held until 
relief from regular infantry arrives. 

A Make-Believe Attack 

Assuming fictitiously that the Ger- 
mans had made a raid on the coast, 
one armoured group has been warned 
that it may be required at any time. A 
Canadian Infantry Brigde and an army 
tank brigade have been warned to 
hold epproaches until the Canadian 
corps can be moved to carry out its ob- 
jective role, 

Our party of Canadian newspapet- 
men have just completed an inspection 
of the Armoured Brigade when a mes- 
sage is received by the Brigade coin- 
mander that approximately 800  para- 
chute troops with light automatics and 
light anti-tank guns, have landed ona 
large hill, which was clearly shown on 
the mimeographed maps with which 
we were supplied. It is expected that 
Their purpose is to establish a landing 
place for airborne troops to he !anded 
later in the day. 

The Brigade Commander ealt!s_ for 
his orders group at the Armoured Con 
mand Vehicle and issues his orders jor 
the advance and attack.

by the Brigadier and carried through 
by Major C. A. Turnbull, Capt. J. M.

attack with high explosive and smoke 
on targets marked on the map _. The 
attack will be made by the Armoured 
Regiment against the left flank of the 
position -_ the enemy anti-tank guns 
on and to the west of the enemy posi- 
tion being blinded by smoke _- when 
the Armoured Regiment has overrun

ORANGES Oranges must be reduced to give consumers the 
benefit of the reduction in cost to retailers brought about by lower 
prices for the new crop, by seasonal removal of import duty (effec- 
tive December Ist, this year) and by the removal of the War 
Exchange Tax. Oranges should sell at or below the September- 
October 1941 retail price levels.

Lazily the white smoke spiralled up- 


ward to lose itself in the cold, crisp 
wintry air of a Christmas morning of 
several years ago. It was still early 
forenoon when my companion and I 
arrived at the home of a Rumanian 
family which had come to Canada on 
the previous July. We had come ona 
Christmas errand as Ambassadors of 
Good-will. 

It was the first Christmas for this 
family in a strange land, among a 
strange people with a strange tongue 
which they had not yet learned to un- 
derstand. For that reason my fellow- 
minister of another denomination had 
come with me to interpret for me, | 

We knew that these parents of four 
fine children would be very sad at 
heart during this season when joy 
should be universal and supreme 
They had exhausted their meager fin- 
ancial resources and had not yet found | 
ways of establishing themselves in | 
this strange, new land. ' 

Loneliness for their relatives and 
friends would grip their hearts; heavi- | 


ness of spirit would possess them De- 
cause they saw no way in which their | 
children could share in the joys of this 


Christmas season. No joyous Church 
bells would they hear ringing out the 
Christmas they heard 
every Christmas back in their horae- 
land, And there can be no other lone- 
liness so poignant as that of an un- 
shared festival. 

But the Good-Will of 
mong Canadians Christians 
forget such strangers in their tnidst 
and so Santa Claus had asked us Sky 
Pilots to act as deputies for himself. 

It had not been an easy trip in the 
far. Most of the 13 miles we had tra 
velled north from the Alberta town 
had taken us over unbroken (rail cov: 
ered by a foot of loose snow. But the 
morning was ideal for Christmas. 

With a temperature of 26 below, 
frost glittering in the bright sunlight 
upon every twig gave the world an ap- 
pearance of being decked out with 
countless myriads of  brillliant dia- 
monds. Every stalk of grass lifting 
its jewel-studded head above the 
blanket of snow proclaimed winter’s 
wealth of cold, brilliant beauty. 

Signs of thrift and industry greeted 
our eyes as we entered the yard. A 
large pile of wood neatly cut and 
stacked, and the whole yard well-kept 
gave testimony to the thriftiness and 
promise of future useful citizenship of 
these strangers. Inside the house was 
furnished with crude, home-made furn- 
niture in pioneer style. Four children, 
aged three to eleven years, were all

insufficiently clad for this sub-zero 
weather and were all greatly excited 
to see strangers come by carona 


Christmas morn. 

The only entrance was by way of the 
kitchen into the adjoining room, A 
Christmas tree, decorated with half 
dozen candles and as many ornaments 
brought with them from their home 
land stood in the corner beside the bed 
A brave attempt to enter into the 
spirit of Christmas without the means 
to produce cheer and joy. 

Two of the younger children were 
almost barefooted and looked none too 
well fed. My companion had previous- 
ly met the good man of the house and 
introduced me and ourrrand, Then 
boxes were brought in to the wild-eyed 
astonishment and curiosity of the 
children, But much to their disgust 
and disappointment were set down un- 
opened in the corner, 

My companion, acting as Master of 
Ceremonies, presented the father with 


a Rumanan Bible and 


then took out 
his own and read to them the Christ- 
mas story of God’s Gift of His son to 
Mankind. and the angelic proclamation 


of joy. Before singing severa’ of the 


Christmas carols that seem to be uni- 
versal favorities of people of every 
tongue he prayed for every member of 
that family by name. I shall never 
forget that picture. Father and Moth- 
er standing before that Chrismas tree 
With the children around their knees, 
all singing those grand old Christmas 
hymns! It touched me deeply to see 
their faces transformed by the light 
of fellowship and joyous expectations. 

And then came the real excitement! 
Opening the boxes and distributing the 
gifts by the parents while we looked 
on. These gifts had been carefully se- 
lected suitable to the ages and size of 


| the children, each labelled individually 


There were toys, treats, shoes, stock: 
ings, dresses, coats etc., for every 
member of the family. The thought- 
ful members of the Ladies Aid had pre- 
pared a whole Christmas dinner ready 
for the cooking process; turkey, plum 
pudding, nuts, cakes, candies, oranges 
and all.

ing to see them through the winter ; 


months, 


Who could forget the 


excitment - | 


the jubilant cries of ohs and ahs from | 


the children. The excited whisperings 
at each new discovery. The smother- 
ed sounds from the parents. It mat- 
tered not now that I could not under. 
stand their words. I understood their 
exclamations of joy and surprise whieh 
are the same in every language. And 
I could imagine what this gesture of 
friendship from my _ congregation 
meant to these people in a strange 
land. Christian hearts speaking to 
other hearts, in a strange land on this, 
their first Christmas away from home 
friends and relatives. 

I can never forget the children look- 
ing at their gifts and then taking a 
swift glance full of amazement at us. 
Visitors from a _ strange unknown 
people, dressed in a clerical garb. The 
father’s silent grip of my hand as we 
bade them Merry Christmas. His pent- 
up emotions did not permit him to 
speak. The mother, reaching down 
for the corner of her long, blue apron 
to wipe away the tears of joy stream- 
ing down her happy face, and the 
children awe-struck, still wondering 
whether it was a dream from they 
would presently awake. We could see 


them still standing in the doorway as. 


we passed out of sight a half milo a- 
way. 

Upon parting from my friend I could 
not but glance up to where the lofty 
spire of his church was pointing to- 
wards the abode from which the an- 
gels had come nineteen hundred years 
ago to proclaim “Peace on Earth and 
Good-Will among Men.” Truly I thank- 
ed God that the Heavenly Choir had 
proclaimed to the world the only road 
that can lead to Peace - the excercise 
of Good-Will. I had seen the joy that 
the translating of that message into 
action could produce in the heart of 
man,

The Dominion campaign for the col- 
lection of fats and bones has been 
launched by the national salvage ditv- 
ision of the department of national 
war services, in co-operation with the 
oils and fats administration of the War 
time Prices and Trade Board, it is an- 
nounced by Charles LaFerle, director 
of national salvage. 

Mrs. Phyliis Turner, oils and fats ad- 
ministrator declared that Canada faces 
a serious shortage of fats and oils for 
war industries, and needs a minimum 
through salvaged fats and _ bones of 
35,000,000 pounds of fat a year, which 
means about one ounce of fat per per- 
son per week.
